And so it is the idea of many of us. 


Whereas the covers should 'be taken 
completely off tho bed

Every window

room should be opened; in fact, the 
windows should never bo closed ex- 
cept on the .coldest of days' and when 
a storm would drive the rain through 
them.

OHIO CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


The Ohio, constitutional makers are 


nearly through, ana though a majori- 
ty was of advanced progression ideas, 
a'ftor all a moderation has been em- 
ployed, for Instance in the defeat of 
the 'recall find 'modified initiative and 
referendum. 
The state has not been 


uprooted, and yet some advanced lines 
of government have been adopted, 
some radical and others not. 


The leading changes are as follows: 


Abolition of prison contract 
labor; 


permits use of Torrens land recording 
system; authorizes state regulation o£ 
insurance rates; docs away with the 
$30,000 limit for damages for wrong-

If you have lived in the country, and 


know something about chickens you 
will not need to be told that a hen 
turns over the eggs in her nest every 
nay while they are hatching, says the 
New York Sun'. Until, this .secret was 
discovered the incubator was not a 
success.

By what Instinct a hen, or any oth- 


er bird, can tell whether an egg has 
been turned over or not it Is impossi- 
ble to say; but it Is -well established 
that If a bird finds its nest has been 
disturbed,' especially if one or more 
of the eggs have been turned over, 
that bird will most likely desert the 
nest at once and never return to It. It 
seems- to know that something is 
wrong and that its plans for hatching 
out those, eggs, taught It by nature, 
have been interfered with, and It Is 
useless to bother about the egffs any 
more.

sight or.of smell that enables the bird 
to recognize the fact that her. nest has 
been disturbed is not known. 
But 


every time a boy meddles with the 
eggs In a nest, no matter' how care-
